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More on anti-Semitism in the State Department 


After reading Clark Clifford's account of the fierce and determined State Depart- 
ment opposition to creation of the State of Israel, particularly but by no means limited 
to that of the secretary. General George Marshall, I wrote of my having been caught up 
in a pogrom there, far from all the details but I hope- enough to be informative and to 
make and a&uate record. 

A QUme wit!') whom I've been in correspondence, Lasse Larsen, a well-educated man 
with a better command of English than most Americans, recently sent me the oaperback 
reprint of Harold Plender ’ s "Rescue in Denmark," an account of how the Danes saved 
98.5 percent of Denmark's Jews from Hitler's extermination, mostly by sailing them to 
Sweden. I'd had some idea 0 ^ this from a friend, the; late Olaf Seidenfaden, from a 
Danish family with heavy timber involvements in Thailand. His mother was a Thai.. Olaf 
told me what I do not find in this book, that his uncle, then chief of police in 
Copenhagen, had a major role in the rescue. Olaf, who told me this story about 25 years 
ago, probably longer, was so fiercely anti-Nazi that he left the u nited States, where he 
had a successful log exporting business and enlisted in the CandJdLan army or air force 
and rose to colonel. 

I'm sorry that on our machine it is difficult to make clear copies of snail paper- 
back book pages with their narrow margins but I enclose four pages that are a small part 
of the story of the determined U.S. refusal to do anything to save any of Europe's Jews 
from Hitler. For some I may be repeating myself, for some it will not be new, but there 
was an entire shipload of Europe’s Jews who reached the United States in a ship naned 
the St. Louis and were turned away. They were all burned. 

There is now a considerable literature on this subject. 

There is a lingering fiction that the allies did not know that Hitler was really 
exterminating the Jews. Eauffmann's letter refers only to the "threat" against their 
lives. However, it was well-known and well-suppressed much earlier that an extermination 
was in process. I had inklings of it in about late 1941 from contact with the Hew York
